NOW COMES the Respondent, Julia C. Eickmeier, by and through her attorney James M.

1. Both parties in this Cause continue to seek modification of parenting responsibilities and

2. Respondent's allegations consist of claims of sexual acts conducted by the Petitioner upon the 
Minor, M.K. (the ' Minor").

5. Respondent proposes Dr. Alexander J. Paret, PHD, a licensed clinical psychologist who 
specializes in evaluating young children for symptoms of sexual abuse, 5250 Old Orchard Rd., 
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Suite 300, Skokie, Illinois 60077, for the evaluation of the Minor, and for such doctor be permitted 
to share his findings with the parties and the Court. 


6. Respondent requests the results of such examinations be provided to the Court and the parties 
pursuant to Illinois Supreme Court Rule 215, IMDMA Section 750 ILCS 5/604.10 and further be 
permitted as evidence upon proper foundation and authentication, if requested.

8. Attached hereto as Exhibit 2 is the cirriculum vitae of Dr. Alexander J. Paret.
